Atthe time, we touk | 
th: opportunity of pointing cut how such a 
tax would be, on the part of the local Goy- 
ernment, a quite legitimate Impust upon a 
cuss, who, unless they smoke opiue, are | 
entiroly free frum any contribution to the | 
Colonial revenue. Yet after years of resid. | 
ence, enjoying the freedum of the 
Colony, ils opportunities to the in- 
dustrivas for earning a Hvelihood 
amassing s 
and the pol tnd in most eases, gat. | 
tings the benetit-of all the urban facilities 
and advantages io the way of roads, light- 
ing, und so forth that the rate- “payers pay 
for-~it is reasonable that, after years of 
the free epjoytnent of all theso advantages, 
some sma}! contribution shoult be odek 
at the time when the lower classes of 
Chinese are best able to uflurd it, And 
that, clearly, is when with savings that may 
amount to 4 hundred or a thuusiud dollars 
the Chinaman r. is native Amoy, or 
Swatow, or Uoihew. All this does not ! 
tnke into account the existence of asystem of 
poricdical cash remittances to China, 
amounting annually to many handreds of 
thousands of dalars.
